REMARKS 

Claims 21-23 are pending. Claims 1-2 and 6-13 have been canceled without 
prejudice. 

Claims Rejections - 35 U.S^C. 103 

The Patent Office rejected Claims 1-2 and 6-11 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bradshaw et aL, United States Publication 2003/0182422 (Bradshaw) 
in view of Microsoft Computer Dictionary, fifth edition (Pub. May 01, 2002 by Microsoft 
Press). 

The Patent Office rejected Claims 12-13 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bradshaw et al.. United States Publication 2003/0182422 (Bradshaw) 
in view of Workman et al.. United States Publication 2004/0123027 (Workman). 

Applicant respectfully traverses. However, claims 1-2 and 6-13 have been 
canceled without prejudice, thus the rejection is now moot.

The Patent Office stated claims 21-23 were allowed.
